The mullein plant. whose combt- 


, Nation of velvety leaves, towering 


Stalk, and yellow flower makes 1 


: easy to identity. belongs to Europe. 


It came over hundreds of years ago 
in ballast, riding tree like many 
other weed and flower stowaways. 
Tt has been here so long that Euro- 
peans think the mullein belongs to 
us, says a writer in the Chicago 
Tribune. 

The leaves are soft and. have a 
velvet-like texture. Nature has giv- 
en the mullein this type of leaf as 
an overcoat to protect it in winter 
against severe cold. In the sum- 
mer, when an August sun bears 
down on an open pasture (the com- 
mon habitat of the mullein). this 
also acts as insulation, so that the 
plant does not lose too much mois- 
ture. 

Mullein leaves also have their ro- 
mantic uses. The story is that in 
the old days country girls used to 
take the mullein leaves and rub 
them on theig, cheeks to produce a 
peach blossom effect that no other 
cosmetic could give them.

REPORTING ACCIDENTS 


Accident reporting is very im- 
portant to safety agencies because 
it helps them plan the never-ending 
war against death on the highway. 
The law is explained here because 
you may be asked about it when 
applying for your next driver's li- 
canse, and because it is fundamental 
information for every motorist, 

A driver involved in an accident 
resulting in death, injury, or prop- 
erty damage, must stop, giva his 


wee 


name, address, vehicle registration 
number, and show his driver's 
license. If death or injury has ré- 
sulted, he must be of whatever hel 

he can to the victims. All acci- 
dents involving injury or death or 
such damage to,a vehicle that it 
cannot bo drivén away under its 
own power, must be reported to the 
most convenient police station. The 
report should be made tmmediately, 
but in any case, it must be reported 
within 48 hours.
